a Crime moft eafily to be concealed, 
becaufe there muft always be at. leaft 
two Perfons concerned, and if we lay 
a Penalty upon the Corruptor as well 
as corrapted, thefe Companions in Ini- 
quity may, as others do, impeach one 
another.

y thefe Commotions Ilinos and Scolo-

On another, is an Amazm on 
Horfeback, without Weapons, flying from B 
Hercales, whofe Club is held opin a me- 
acing Pofture ; her Drefé is longer than 
that in the other Medal, and was perhaps 
that which they wore on Horfeback. 

Their Rubes were made wholly of 
the Skins of Beafts which they killed in 
the Chace, and probably nothing would 
have been more reproachful among them, 
than to have worn the Spoils which had 
been gained by another ; their Ornaments 
were the Trophies of their Bravery, and 
fhe was doubtiefs drefled to moft Advan- 
tage,who wore the Skin of the moft formi- 
dable Beaft. 

Their defenfive Arms were a Shield, or

handle a Lance, which they ‘carried 
afterwards as an Ornament, as appeared 
from the Amazonian Queen, who paid 
a Vifit to Alexander, witha Lance in 
each Hand, tho’ fhe came with no military 
Defigns. 

The Force of thefe Weapons in the 
Hands of an Amazon, wete well kaown 
to the Neighbouring Nations ; and chough 
their A&tions are cbfcured by Length of 
Time, there are Traces of them ftill re- 
maining, which .cannor but raife a very 
exalted Idea of their Courage, efpecially 
when we reflect thac we have no Ac- 
counts of them bur from their Enemies, 
from thofe whofe Intereft it was to viiify 
and defame them. 


At the fir Eftzblifhmenr, they had 


Mount Cascafus, Marpefia being by 
Lot affigned to lead ae Troops, and 
Lampeto to govern the new Conquefts, 
they invaded and fubdued Nations which 
had been always Strangers to any other 
SubjeGtion, and which the moft daring 
and ambitious of fucceeding Herdés durift 
never attack ; and in Memory of their 
Aédtions, left that Part of the Mountain 
where the Qneen refided, the Name of 
the Marpefian Hill. 

Being thus Miftrefles of Caucafks, and 
by Confequence of the Pafies into the 
neighbouring Countries, they laid all che 
Nations round about them under Triburé. 

Whether the Pride of governing thofe

Hercules knowing the Difficulty of this 
facespere colleéted a Band of the 


fore left it with Hercules, and returned to 
her Throne. 

But the Amazons were not fo far dif- 
pirited by their Defeat, as to pals by the 
Infilt without Refenrment. In a few 
Years they collected a numerous Army, 


an Enemy from whom‘ Obfcurity would _ and under the Command of their Queen

Thefeus, who had received Intelligence 
of their Advance, affembled his Traops, 
and after fome Skirmithes came to a de-

Mouth of the River Thermodon, and ene

I was talking, fays he, on this Subject 
with the Prince of Georgia, and was told 
by him, thar’ five Days Journey to the 
North of Caket there was a great Nation, 


Whether the Off-fpring of that great C with which the reft of the World was 


Kingever mounted the Throne, or how 
long the Amazonian Empire fubfifted, or 
whether the Race be even yet entirely 
extinguifhed, is not known. Travellers 
of ungueftioned Veracity, who have tra- 
verfed thefe Countries, deliver Accounts 
which may incline us to imagine that the 
Caucafus ftill has a Referve of Amazons in I 
its Coverts,and rhat theirHiftory however 
incredible it may feem, will be confirmed 
rather than refuted by future Difcove- 


ries. 

While I was in Mingrelia, fays Lame 
berti, Dadian, the Prince of that Coun- 
try, received Information, that a barbae 
rous People had broke out from the De- & 
{arts in three Troops, of which the largeft’ 
went to attack Mu/covy, and the others 
had made an Inroad upon the Suanes and 
the Caratcheli, other Nations of Caucafus, 
that they had been driven back, and'that 
among the Dead were found many Bodies 
of Women. The Habiliments of thefe 
Amazons, ‘artfully made, and adorned 
with all the Nicety of that Sex, were 
brought to Dadian in’ Confirmation of 
this Acc wnt... They wore"Helmets,'Breaft- 
plates,and Gauntlets ; the Breaft plates and 
Gauntiets were made of thin Plates of 
Iron laid over one another, and joined 
together with Hinges in fuch a 
thar they complied very eafily with the 
Motion ofthe Body; from the Breaft-plate 
hung a kind of Petticoat of a bright 
Scarlet, which reached to the Middle of 
the Leg: Their Boots were cover’d with 
Plates of Tin bored. and fewed together 
with cords of Deers Hair, and were won- + 
derfully ftrong and flexible. Their Ar- 
rows were tour Spans long, gilt, and 
ground to an Edge extremely fharp, nor 
exa&ly pointed, but about a quarter of 
an Inch broad at the End, like che Poiat 
of a {mail Chizel.
